Norman Thomas spoke at Earlham College, Riohmond, Indiana, 
February 20, 1931, after "which sooialists Joined with oolloge students 
and others in a parade through the streets of Richmond, Thomas rode 
in the procession, the leading car of which oarried the red flag, 
while other cars were draped with red bunting, Kembers of the Ameri- 
can Legion and othor patriotic citizens of Riohmond stopped the pro- 
cession, tore the red flag and bunting from the oars, and broko up 
the demonstration. The Amorioan Legion denounced college officials 
for the parade under the red flag and o ailed a sories of patriotic 
meetings to offset the damage done by Thomas. 

Late in September, 1930, Norman Thomas was barred from 
Brooklyn College by school authorities, "I object to a college govern- 
ment which decrees that neither Mr, Broun or myself shall speak bo- 
fore a student body," he said, "It narrows down to a censorship of 
publio speakers who are invited to speak before these bodies,"

Every steel worker should realize thnt the grant of «»,«*■» 
vcxaac 10 per cent pay lncrcnsc was due to the activities of the 
Steel Workers* Organizing Comnlttcc. If the steel magnates will 
give this much in the hope of avoiding a union, h*w much more could 
a. powerful unl«n force from them? 

Suddenly the steel companies have discovered virtues In 
signed agreement*. Their dummy company unions were not invited to • 
confer on the terms of the Increase, but arc now asked to sign a- 
grecments accepting thca. 

The reason is not hard to find. The companies fear that 
the question as to which organisation can represent the workers may 
arise so«n In labor board or court cases, and they wnnt to destroy. 
If possible, the olalna of the real union. 

The worst feature of the proposal, however, lo that which 
calls for automatic rage lnorcnscs or decreases as the cost of li- 
ving rises or falls. Thin would bind the workers to the present 
otiuidard of living, nhich Is for too low. , American workers should 
have the right to steadily advancing standards. '
